Election/Restrictions

II. Claims 8-12, drawn to a retailer inventory system, classified in class 235, 
subclass 385. 

III. Claims 13-28, drawn to a method for managing products in a supply 
chain, classified in class 705, subclass 28. 

IV. Claims 29 - 41 , drawn to a method for managing products in a supply 
chain, classified in class 705, subclass 28. 

V. Claims 42 - 46, drawn to a method for managing out-of-stock event, 
classified in class 705, subclass 22. 

VI. Claims 47 - 50, drawn to a method for managing out-of-stock event, 
classified in class 705, subclass 22. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as 
a retailer inventory system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
real-time inventory data. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination IV has separate utility such as 
generating a location restock request. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination V has separate utility such as 
providing the customer with an incentive.
